>ften in the debates in congress on 
the bill to raise an army, intimations 
have been made 
that 
newspapers 


were responsible for bringing on the 
war with Germany, and frequently 
tho papers have been criticised be- 
cause they were supporting conscrip- 
tion, it being true that most of the 
newspapers seen and read in the nat- 
ional capita] were for the plan pro- 
posed by the president, and over 
which there has fucen such a bitter 
contest. 


In the course of his speech Speaker 


Champ Olark, who was very pro- 
nounced against conscription, had 
this to say: 


."I went out to Chicago on St. Pat- 


rick's day to make a speech to the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick—I think 
*hat is the name of the society. A 
reporter came to the hotel to inter- 
view mo about this war. I did not 
want to be interviewed. I was not in 
a talkative humor. I said, 'I wish all 
the editors of this country who arn 
shouting for war could bo put into 
the front rank.' (Applause). I think 
that interview was never published." 
(Applause and laughter). 


Representative 
Shcrlcy of Ken- 


tucky, who followed Clark and who 
took the affirmative side on conscrip- 
tion, made this remark: 


"The statement was made by the 


gentleman lliat he would like to sec 
the editors in the front ranks of tho, 
war. I do not wish to see any class, 
becatise of its being that class, in the 
front ranks of the wnr." 


Representative Meeker, of Mis-, 


souri, taking the same side ns Slier- 
ley in tfie course of his speech, said: 


"I want to sny another thing. It 


is popular to jump onto the news- 
papers when you can find nobo.-iy 
elsc to cuss. But the editors of this 
coimtry are just as patriotic as any 
other group of men." (Applause).
